The balloons were folded in long strips. At 
the top of each was a strong loop of string. 
A man with a 15-foot pole fastened *o the 
end of which was a hook, would catch this 
loop and lift the folded balloons on high. 
The neck would be placed over a little porta- 
ble stove, in which burned exceisior, soaked 
with oll. As the balloon filled with hot air 
men- would rouhd out the sides with their 
hands until finally it tugged at those who 
held it captive.

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GREAT FALL IN COFFEE. 


The War Has Resulted in Cutting 
Prices in Two. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—The prices of green 
and roasted-coffee are now lower than ever 
before. Rio No. 7 spot is quoted at 64%c¢ a 
pound. The market for futures has also 
broken li points, owing to the steady in- 
crease in the visible supply in the United 
States, which is larger than in the history 
of the trade, being mrore than one million 
bags. The price of green coffee a year ago 
was 10c and roasted 15%c. The margin be- 
tween the two varieties has, therefore, been 
reduced from 64gc to 2%c—in other words, 
cut in two. 

The price of roasted coffee in packages as 
sold by the Arbuckle Bros., and the Wool- 
son Spice Co. has fallen to 9c a pound. A 
representative of the Arbuckle Bros. is 
quoted as saying that this price {ts below 
cost and a representative of the Havemey- 
ers, who control the Woolson Spice Co., 
Says there is a profit in 9c coffee.

ASSAULTED WHILE HUNTING BY

Bloodhounds Will Be Brought From 
Tennessee and Put on the Track 
of the Men Who Com- 
mitted the Crime.

James Scott, a well-to-do and respectahlie 
farmer living ten miles north of this place, 
while hunting coons near his home early 
this morning, was approached by two 
ietrange tramps. They accosted him in a 
‘friendly manner, and after conversing with 
him a few minutes they began to quarrel 
‘with him. After a few words had passed 
/the two men seized Scott and, throwing 
'him to the ground, bound him securely and 
mutilate h’m in a horrible 


proceeded to

Scott begged for mercy and pleaded with 
the wretches to let him go, They were deaf 
to all his entreaties and threatened to kill 
‘him if he cried out. 
After completing 


their atrocious work, 
the men unbound Scott, and leaving him 
half dead on the ground, took everything 
out of his pockets and made off. Some time 
after they had gone, Scott recovered suf- 
ficient strength to drag himself to his home, 
where he is now receiving medical atten- 
tion. 

As soon as the details of the crime be- 
came known in the vicinity a posse of 
neighbors started in pursuit of the tramps. 
Scott gave a good description of h‘s as- 
sailants, and it is thought they will be 
caught. 

A purse of $75 was raised among the far- 
mers and a man sent to Dyersburg, Tenn., 
to put on the trail of the miscreants. 

Mr. Scott ia resting well to-day, and the 
doctors say he will recover. He can offer 
no explanation of the attack, or the motive 
of the men in so brutally assaulting him 
without provocation.

THE SMOKE QUESTION 


Manufacturers Who Hold That Smoke 
in St Louis Is a Necessary Evil. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The Post-Dispatch being prominent in de- 
ploring the recent decision of the Supreme 
Court in declaring the Smoke Ordinance 
uneonstitutional in the cases of the City 
vs. E. Heitzeberg Bros. Packing Co., and 
the- Regina Flour Mill Co., I as president of 
the last corporation ask the courtesy of 
your columns to say something on the 
smoke question and the Smoke Ordinance. 

I will not discuss the decision; the brief 
of the learned attorney, Louis A, Steber, 
has fully stated the points which justified 
it, and which met with the unanimous ap- 
proval of the court. : 

> I believe everybody would be desirous of 
having no smoke in our city; to have every- 
thing and everybody bright, clean and pure, 
In theory it might also be desirable that 
the blacksmith, the foundry and machine 
shop man could be the parlor gentleman of 
the West End residences. This sentiment 
prompted large numbers of manufacturers 
using steam to subscribe to the anti-smoke 
fund only to find out later, by the practical 
operations of the ordinance, that they had 
paid money to get themselves fined in the 
police courts, much to their disgust and 
annoyance. 

The fact of the matter of smoke in our 
city is: That we are dealing with condi- 
tions and not with theory. The conditions 
are that St. Louis is a manufacturing city; 
that a large proportion of its population 
depends on its manufactures; that the In- 
crease of the population rests mainly on 
its manufacturing development; that mod- 
ern manufacturing requires ‘~ princi. 
pally steam power at present. Fuel is re- 
quired to make steam, also for metal work- 
ing and practically the only available fuel 
for these purposes is the Illinois coal, a 
soft coal that will make smoke when 
burning in a furnace, especially when fresh 
charged. ‘The quality of the coal affects 
the volume of the smoke, also the skill and 
zeal of the fireman; but smoke Will be 
emitted and no practical economical device 
has been introduced to prevent it. Pitts- 
burg, which enjoys better coal than 8t. 
Louls, is a great manufacturing city, es- 

ecially in fron; but it is a smoky city, 
Por a while during the period of natural 
gas it brightened up and became clean; but 
when the gas gave out it became smoky 
again, not because it preferred it, but be- 
cause it could not help it without closing 
its manufactories and losing its population. 
In the fierce competition existing between 
localities and cities of the whole country in 
all manufactures and staples, the utmost 
economy is indispensable for guccess. Manu- 
facturers eagerly adopt appliances saving 
them money; they would of themselves 
introduce smoke-consuming devices if they 
were economical; but they cannot adopt 
such as handicap them with increased cost; 
least of all can flour mills in our city, which 
among other burdens labor under those of 
heavy city taxes, heavy taxes for water, for 
licenses, etc., the effect of which is seen in 
gradual reduction of their number, and the 
intermittent operations of those remaining, 
leaving the employes !dle, also unfavorably 
affecting industries connected with them. 
Now under the hobby of smoke abatement 
to which our newspapers gave full voice, 
our city legislature passed a sweeping smoke 
ordinance. It read that the emission of 
dense black or gray smoke should be visited 
by fine. Another ordinance passed at the 
same time provided for limiting and defin- 
ing’ permissible smoke emissions and vested 
in a commission the duty of ascertaining 
what.this should be, thus recognizing that 

erfect smoke abatement was impractica- 
ble. and giving the oportunity of making 
flesh of one and fish of another. Prosecutions 
began and most respectable law-abiding 
cftizeng had to appear before the police 
courts, to which heretofore they had been 
utter strangers, and fines were inflicted. 

But the flagrant inconsistency of this 
ordinance was best exemplified when at the 
very time of the passing of this ordinance 
the city institutions were belching forth 
their full volume of smoke over the city, 
and thus have continued’ since, at least 
some of them. At the very trial of the 
case vs, the Regina Flour Mill Co. a photo- 
graph taken after prosecution was begun 
was in court (though not used, being un- 
necessary), showing a huge stream of black 
smoke pouring from the chimneys of our 
city Water Works, which are overlooked 
froin my residence on East Grand avenue. 
Should not the city, in justice to its en- 
terprising citizens, have been the first to 
show by its example the practicabpity of 
a smoke consumer? It was in is in- 
stance truly enough the ‘devil rebuking 
gin.” 

In the case of our city, the ‘authorities 
should recognize that there are manufac- 
turing districts and residence districts, If 
the smoke question ts to be further taken 
up. This would be dealing with the ex-#t- 
ing conditions. I do not pretend to say 
what ordinance should be passed; but if the 
city would see to it that steam makers 
have ample boiler capacity so as to save 
crowding the fires and that they emp:oyv 
competent firemen, the smoke nuisance 
would be reduced to a minimum. have 
at times watched the chimneys of our mil! 
when in operation, and but for the steam 
escaping, would not have known that there 
was any fire under the boilers. As to

State Senator Henry H. Hohenschild of 
Rolla, Mo., is here to attend the Good 
Roads Convention. He is emphatically oOp- 
posed to Speaker Farris’ plan of construct- 
ing public highways, and has evolved 4a 
proposition which he will present to the 
General Assembly of 1899. 

“First,” he said, ‘there should be a State 

Road Commissioner who must be a pfrac- 
tical and an experienced civ.l engineer, 
competent to establish a uniform system of 
roads and drainage, and advise with county 
surveyors. 
“The laws providing for road overseers 
should be abolished. They are costly and 
cumbersome. I would then place the im- 
mediate supervision of roads in the hands 
of the County Surveyor, who would work 
under the direction of the State Road Com- 
miés.oner. I would authorize the County 
Surveyor, to let all work by contract, and 
if the present poll-tax be continued, use that 
labor for general repairs. But the poll-tax 
would be required in cash. 
“The adoption of this < 
pense with the expense of road overseers, 
lessen the time and cost of county courts 
and put the work in charge of an intelli- 
gent and qualified officer, at less than one- 
half the present cost. 

“The greatest levy under the present con- 
st'tution is inadequate t> create a fund 
large enough to institute and carry on ex- 
tensive road work. Hence I indorse the sug- 
Restion that the State issue bonds of long 
period, in sums eufficient to build in each 
county a permanent road connecting the 
county seats of such counties as may be 
designated by a commission composed of 
the State officers. 

“I have estimated that all the county seats 
can be thus connected for $18,000,000, at the 
rate of $3,000 a mle for 60,000 miles.”

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 93.—China 
has appealed to Russia to oust Germany 
from her territory as the result of occupa- 
tion by a German force of a part of the | 
Skan Tung peninsula. 

As the Russian legation in Pekin is in 
charge of the secretary, Count Cassini, the 
minister having been transferred to Wash- | 
ington as the diplomatic representative of 
Russia, the negotiations on the subject are 
being conducted In St. Petersburg. It is 
hoped by the Chinese that the influence ex- 
erted by Russia, which prevented the re- 
habilitation of the Turkish navy, will be | 
exercised upon Germany with equal suc- 
cess in the matter of her withdrawal from 
Chinese térritory. 

Notwithstanding the efforts of the Chinese 
Government td get Germany to name 4 
date when she would withdraw her forces, — 


in the matter and fear is expressed in 
astern and European diplomatic pres 
that her occupation, if not of a ania ome 
character now, is simply a preliminary to 
such an end. 

A diplomat thoroughly conversant with 
Bastern affairs made this statement in re- 
gard to the landing of the German ne i 

“At the time the landing occurred the Chi- 
nese Government had already taken meas- 
ures for the amends of the murders of the 
German missionaries, and in fact, instruc- 
tions of this character had been obeyed to 
such an extert that severa)] of the culprits 
had been plac d under arrest, It was also in- 
tended to require the people of the district 
in which the murder occurred to pay a suil- 
able indemnity. These facts had been laid 
before the German Minister in Pekin, who, 
I may say, is of a very excitable tempera- 
ment, and his failure to accept the apology 
and await the result of the efforts of the 
Chinese Government, shows that Germany 
was s.mply awaiting a pretext to occupy @ 
portion of the territory belonging to the 
Celestian kingdom. Germany has always 
been anxious to obtain territory in the far 
Sust. Her citizens, who have established 
themselves in China, have been especially 
clamorous that the black, white and red 
flag should waveiover a section of that coun- 
try, and their Government, seeing the oppor- 
tunity growing out of the murder of the 
two missionaries, promptly seized it. 

“The attitude of the other European Gov- 
ernments is of interest. None of the latter 
desires to see Germany obtain a slice of 
Eastern territory, though it {fs said she 
landed her force after having informed them 
of her purpose. I beliéve China’s representa- 
tions to Russia will result in representations 
Deing made by the latter government to the 
Berlin officials. It will be only in case of 
pressure, I believe, that Germany will with- 
draw her troops from the Shan ng prom- 
ontury.”’ 


Holdings to Be Enlarged. 


LONDON, Noy. 23.—According to a special] 
dispatch from Berlin, received here to-day, 
the German Government considers that the 
land occupied by the forces of Germany at 
Kiao Chou Bay, han Tun Peninsula, 
China, is insufficient for a naval station, 
and proposes to enlarge its hold'ngs there, 
‘diplomatically, if possible.’’

The little town of Ascalon ts highly 
wrought up over the strange affliction of 
its most prominent citizen. 
Physicians who have attended Eggesiecker 
have no doubt that hie is a case of genuine 


rabies. 


A week ago Eggesiecker was a kindly old 
man, happy in the enjoyment of healthful 


and serene old age. 

Eggesiecker was bitten by a stray sheep 
dog nine weeks ago. The dog got into the 
hog pen. When the farmer tried to drive 
The wound 
a slight one. 
as hunted down next day and 
ggesiecker had his wound cauter- 
J. D. Miller of Strattam, Mo., 
and thought no more of the incident. 

His wife and children were greatly 
alarmed and eq talked of the dan- 
ers of hydrophobia. The old farmer 
aughed their fears away, but as the days 
passed his family noticed an alarming 
change in his disposition. 

The old man’s smile gave way to a frown. 
He grew morose and testy, and was seized 
with sudden fits of anger when his wife and 
children commented on the change. 

The progress of the disease next manifest- 
ed itself in its effect on his power of speech 

At this stage there was a stoppage 6f his 
voice when he grew excited, and his mem- 
ory for words became impaired. Almost al- 
Ways at the climax of an angry outbreak 
he would stop suddenly in the middle of a 
sentence, as if there were an obsiruction 
in his throat, and sink back into his chair 
with @ gasp. 

This gasp developed into what at first 
Seemed a hacking cough. With each repe- 
tition it grew more like the quick, short 
snarl of an angered dog. The awful truth 
was slowly forcing itself on the old man’s 
family. 

Those he had loved and oared for all his 
life came to fear him. Their efforts to 
soothe and comfort him met with repulses 
at first and were attended with absolute 
danger later. 

One night a week ago the old man’s 
daughter crossed the room to where he 
was s-tting gazing into the big, old-~fash- 
ioned fire-place and passed her arm around 
his neck. She was his favorite daugnNter,

An hour later when a posse of six Asca- 
lon citizens cautiously opened the door the 
old man Was writhing on the floor. The bed 
clothing was_scattered and in shreds, torn 
to pleces by @he farmer’s teeth. 

They have been at his bedside constantly 
since. Monday afternoon another paroxysm 
seized the old man. It lasted an hour and 
all the strength of the six attendants was 
required to overpower him.

The Suburban Rallway Co. will probably 
meet with strenuous opposition to the bulld- 
ing of its proposed loop on Fourth street, 

The company’s bill now before the City 
Counc!] contains a clause giving it permis- 
sion to construct a “temporary” track along 
the Fourth gtreet route ef the People’s Rall- 
way. The Suburban officials claim this 
clause is necessary because the gauge of the 
People’s Ra:lway is six inches narrower 
than that of the Suburban tracks. The 
clause provides that the extra track is to 
be maintained only until the People’s Ratl- 
way gauge is widened. 

Property owners along the route object to 
an extra track, as they believe the street 
is notewide enough to accommodate it. As 
the clause now stands there is nothing to 
prevent the Suburban from laying a new 
two-rail track east or west of the People’s 
roadway. The property owners believe the 
clause should either be eliminated or 
amended so as to more clearly define the 
privilege granted. 

They think one rail at least of the Peo- 
ple’s Railway track should be used. This 
could be done by laying a third rail six 
inches east or west of the present track. 
The property owners also wish to be as- 
sured that the track will be a temporary 
one. They have in mind a number of tracks 
which have been put down temporarily and 
have never come up. 

The Council] is expected to take up the bil! 
next Friday. The mnasertty of the Rajlroad 
Committee has recommended its passage.

Suicide of Casper Telthoester 
at O'Fallon, Lil. | 


GROUND INTO MINCEMEAT. 


HE WAS DESPONDENT OVER THE 
LOSS OF HIS HOUSE AND 
BARN BY FIRE. 


WENT TO MEET A FREIGHT. 


When It Was Near He Laid His Head 
and Breast on the Rail and the 
Entire Train Passed 
Over Him. 


Despondent over the loss by fire gf his 
house and barn, Casper Telthoester com- 
mitted suicide in a horrible manner at 
O’Fallon, Iil.. Monday. He threw himself 
fn front of a flying tratn and was ground 
to pieces under the wheels. 

Telthoester was a farmer, 50 years of age. 
Giis farm was in the Black Jack neighbor- 
hood. He was frugal and had labored hard. 
Hie had cleared his possessions of incum- 
brances and was looking forward to an 
easy and comfortable descent of the slope 


of life. 

About a month ago, late one night, his 
barn was discovered on fire. In it were 
stored hay and fodder and other inflam- 
mable products and a high wind was blow- 
ing. The building was svovun wrapped in 
the flames. 

Sparks set fire to the roof of the house 
and both were completely destroyed. They 
were not insured. As the farmer saw the 
results of his years of hard labor consumed 
by the flames he sat down an@ cried like 


a child. 
He did not rally from his despondency. 


He did not have the courage or the strength 
to fight the battle over again. He moped 
about, becom.ng more meiancholy every 
day. He often said he was tired of the 
strugg.e of life. 

Monday morn_ng he hitched up his team 
and drove to O'Fallon. He tied the horses 
in front of a hotel and for several hours 
eat about in the saloons, silent and preoc- 
cupied, now and then taking a drink, 

He made inquiries about the movernent 
of trains and jearned that a freight was 
due from St. Louls on the Balt.more & 
Ohio Southwestern railroad between 3 and 
4 o'clock. Bhortly before 3 o’clock he 
strol.ed away and went down the railroad 
track. About half a mile west of the sta- 
tion he stopped and walied, 

At 8:26 o'clock the train came in sight. It 
was running at considerable speed. T®t- 
hoester stood close by the track and 
watched it approach. The eng neer and 
fireman both saw him, but did not suspect 
his desperate purpose. 

He had not Moved since the train came 

nto e#@ght. It was within a few yards of 

im when he took a few quick steps to- 
ward it and threw himself down on the 
frack, with his head and breast on one 
ee and the rest of his body betweeg the 

wo. 

He bent his head down between his arms 
and closed his eyes and waited. The heels 

ssed over hig head and breast, crushjng 

hem frightfully and severing both his 
arms, 

The whole train passed over him. As 
e00n as possible it was stopped. The re- 
mains were picked up and taken to O’Fal- 
jon. Coroner Schildroth of Belleville geld 
an inquest Monday night. The verdict was 
death by suicide. 

The body will be buried at the O'Fallon 
cemetery. Telthoester leaves a wife and 
one child.

There were twenty-nine States represent- 
ed at the meeting. Among those present

were W. 8S, Morgan of Arkansas, secretary; 
Dr. Braddon B. Crowe of Alabama, treas- 
urer; Horton Barker of Philadelphia, editor 
of the American; William L, Phillips. of 
Georgia, J. H. Farris, Jolet, lll.; Abe Stein- 
berger of Kansas, H. M. Watsinger of In- 
diana, and A. L, Harbinson, editor of the 
New Era, Vincennes. Ind. 

“The purpose of this meeting,”’ said Chair- 
man Parks, “is to ¢cetermine our future 
course. We are stil] opposed to fusion with 
anybody or anything. Ve want a straight 
fight, if we can get it. 

“In 1896 the Populist party was voted 
away by States which had not even a Popu- 
list ticket in the fleld.
